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RESUME 

1. Ccmtharellus wfundibuliformis (Scopoli) Fries, which the author has collected 
at Tdkyo, is new to Japan. 

2. C. pallidus A. Yasuda was named 1917, based on two collections from Japan. 
Since then, no one has recorded about this species. This is easily recognized by 
its white color and pleuropodal stem, as noticed by 0. G. Lloyd and A. Yasuda. 
The author has coll* cted this two times, at Mt. Takamidu, Pref. Tokyd (1932) and 
at Mt. Kiyozumi, Pref. Tiba (1934), both new localities of this species. In the 
author’s collections, there are found some merismatoid specimens, though they 
usually have simple, lateral stems. Stems of those merismatoid plants branch 2 
to 4 times and each branch bears spathulate or flabelliform pileoli at the apex. 
Color of spores was written as white by A. Yasuda, but, in the author’s observa¬ 
tion, they are white under microscope and ochraceous-cream in mass, so that the 
color of hymenium turns white to cream with maturity. Spores are som what 
larger than the Yasuda’s measurement. 

3. As this plant has pleuropodal stem, this is not to be refered to the genus 
Dictyolus, for its context is fleshy and gills are thick and forked, like those of C. 
cibarius. The author thinks, that it should belong to the section Pleuropus in 
Cantharellus, though that section is not found in recent mycological works. 
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
